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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/21/06 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that Brown does not teach each and every feature of claimed invention. Specifically "normal" and "standb/' field 
excitation supply units. Clifton teaches both a "normal" and "standby" field supply units; normal field supply unit (Fig. 15, power from IN) 
and a standby field supply unit (Fig. 15, #988). Clifton teaches the steps of detecting a primary power failure and automatically switching 
to the standby power source (column 16, lines 1-45). The system does not go to its standby power source unless first a primary power 
failure is detected. "Normal" and "standby" are both broadly interpreted claim language. 

The examiner did not allow the amendment to be entered since it does not further limit the claim. Adding the adjective of "excitation" 
described all energized electrical materials. It is commonly know in the art that "passing electricity" through Is excitation. 
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
